Early Use of United States Stamps 
In British Columbia 


Written by Gerald E. Wellburn 


A fine example of an early letter, 
by post, from Victoria, V.I. is repro- 
duced here. This bears mno Colonial 
handstruck stamps, but is of con- 
siderable interest as it shows the use 
of United States adhesive stamps at 
the Victoria Post Office at a very 
early date. The letter is dated 11th 
Oct. 1858, five weeks before the pro- 


claiming of the Colony of British 
Columbia! 
There are no postmarks on the 


back of the envelope,—the face tells 
the whole story,—the problem is, to 
interpret it correctly. 

The cover shows: 

1. A clear black postmark, obliter- 
ating U.S. adhesive stamps: “San 
Franciso, Oct. 20, 1858.” On first in- 
spection, this would indicate an 
ordinary California cover to Canada, 
but the letter, fortunately preserved 


inside, proves the origin at Victoria, 
Vancouver Island. 

2. The border marking “U-STAT- 
ES” in black, was a regular marking 
applied to U.S. letters for Canada 
and was probably stamped at New 
York, and thus would show that the 
letter travelled via the Isthmus of 
Panama to New York, and thence on 


to Canada. 4 
3. The large manuscript “972 in 
black ink shows the full postage col- 


lected by the postmaster at Victoria: 
9-pence. The Victoria postmaster re- 
tained 214d or 5 cents for the Colon- 
lal postage, and applied the 10e and 
oe U.S. adhesive stamps, and then 
forwarded the letter by next steamer 
to San Franciso. Thus the rate was: 
5e V.I. Colonial postage, plus 13e U.S. 
postage, equals 18 cents or 9 _ pence. 
We must remember that at this time 


~~ 
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all official accounting on Vancouver 
Island was in English money. 


4. The U.S. stamps, 10c and 3c 1857 
were applied at Victoria, where a 
stock of these two denominations was 
maintained. The U.S. stamps, as was 
usual, were cancelled at San Francis- 
co. While the Express companies oc- 
casionally cancelled U.S. stamps at 
Victoria, the Colonial post office took 
every care to see that U.S. stamps 
applied on letters in British Colum- 
bia, were not cancelled until reaching 
the post office of entry in the Unit- 
ed States. 

5. The 13-cent rate to Canada is a 
little puzzling, as the California post- 
al rate to Canada was 15 cents. Let- 
ters from Victoria to San Franciso 
required a 3c U.S. stamp (the local 
California postal rate); and letters 
to the eastern United States required 
a 10c U.S. stamp (the regular U.S. 
rate from California to the east). 

However it would seem that this 
letter was stamped with both a 10e 
and a 3e stamp (the only two denom- 
inations available at that time in 
Victoria) and that this amount was 
accepted by the U.S. post office as 
sufficient. The San Francisco  post- 
mark contains a “15” at the bottom 
of the circle, which is an acknow- 
ledgement of 15 cents! 

Many existing covers show 
errors in postal rates were not in- 
frequent in British Columbia, and 
this may be an example or error, or 
ignorance of rates, which was over- 
looked by the post office. 

The use of United States stamps on 
certain classes of letters in . British 
Columbia during almost the entire 
Colonial period, is one of the many 
intriguing features of the complicat- 
ed postal history of British Columbia.

That U.S. stamps were actually 
stocked in the Victoria Post Office 
in 1858 is proved by a letter of in- 


structions from A. C. Anderson, Post- 
master General, to the three newly 
appointed-postmasters on ihe  main- 
land at Forts Langley, Hope and 
Yale: 
*"Vietoria Post Office, 
Nov. 19th, 1858. 


as soon as a supply of 
ten and three cent United  Stat- 


es stamps can be obtained, a 
share of them will be forwarded 
to you, to furnish to parties mail- 
ing letters to any of the United 
States, Canada or Europe.... 
Until you receive them, you will 
receive the postage according to 
the rates enclosed, marking the 
amount received upon each let- 
ter and the office here will see 
that they are duly forwarded. 
Under this provisional arrange- 
ment (that is, until United Stat- 
es stamps are supplied) it will be 
necessary to send with each bag 
a Way Bill stating the number 


of letters and the amount 
of postage to be supplied in 
stamps from this office, which 


amount after the letters are duly 
mailed here, will be charged 
against your office." 


Further light on the use of Amer- 
ican stamps at the Victoria Post Of- 
fice is revealed in the Victoria Gaz- 
ette, Feb. 5, 1859, when Peter Tuite, 
Deputy  Postmaster at Victoria 
answers an enquiry as to why no let- 
ter-box is available for the reception 
of letters after the Post Office is 
closed: 


“Tt is invariably required to pay 
Colonial postage in advance and 
at present there is no other way 
of paying it except by coin. All 
letters going to the United Stat- 
es must have U.S. on, sufficient 
to pay them to their destination. 
Such stamps are not to be had 
anywhere except at the Post Of- 
fice, and sometimes, when we 
have not got them here, we re- 
ceive an equivalent amount in 
coin and forward it to the post 
office in San Francisco with the 
letters for the necessary stamps 
to be suplied there. If such a box 
was here to receive letters, many 
who would wish to mail letters 
for the U.S. or any other parts 
would drop them regardless of 
the rules necessary to be observ- 
ed in posting letters. Such letters 
would not be forwarded. There- 
fore, disappointment, far worse 
than any that may arise from 
not having such a box, would 
be the result.

When Colonial postage stamps 
can be procured, and exchange 
offices established, nothing will 
be left undone which can be of 
any advantage to the community 
in that respect.” 

It was more than a year after this 
letter before Colonial adhesive 
stamps were available, and over 
eleven years before arrangements 
were concluded by which the United 
States recognized the British Colum- 
bia stamps! 

As was mentioned earlier in this 
artiele, the original letter is still en- 
closed in the envelope with which we 
have been dealing. This letter takes 
us back to the days of the first gold- 
rush in British Columbia and is of 
sufficient interest to quote in full: 


(Mistakes in spelling and capital- 
ization are exactly as in original.) 
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a Scientific exploration of the 
Island soon. i believe there is 
plenty of good Coal and Gold in 
different directions, and i believe 
this will be the richest place on 
the Pacific in a few years. maney 
has made fortunes and many has 
losed them. i for One. But with 
the help of God i mean to. try 
again in the spring. 


Would beg of you a favour to 
let me know how the Groat Fam- 
milee are getting on. along with 
this i enclose a letter to Isabella. 
i beg of you to give it into her 
own hands and let me know what 
she is doing. trade at present is 
at a stand still, but we expect 
another excitement in the Spring. 
there are six Ships on their way 
from Liverpool and a Company 
in London is to put on Screw

Victoria, Vancouvar Island, 
11 October, 1858. 


Mr. James McGillivray, 

Dear Sir, 

In answer to your Letter of 
August 11 Declaring your en- 
tentions to Emegrate out here, 
you ask my Advice and my opin- 
ion of the Climate. i believe this 
to be the most healthy Climate 
on the Pacific. we send out our 
Cattle and Horses to the Bush all 
the winter and verry few of them 
Die. our Climate is about the 
same Temperature as England, 
rather warmer. we have little or 
no winter until after Christmas 
and then it lasts about six weeks 
eather more or lefs and then the 
Spring sets in really Beautiful. 

The Indians are inofensive 
especially the King George men 
as they Call us. the interior 
Indians seem to be always eather 
more or less at variance with the 
Americans. you may expect a 
News Paper that will give you 
the most accurate account of the 
diggings. Sooner or later we ex- 
peet good diggings upon this 
Island. i have a suspicion that 
there are good diggings upon my 
own Claim about 15 miles by 
water from here, but i must keep 
itas the Government is to make 


Steamers and give out through- 
Tickets to Vancouver Island. At 
present i cannot promise but i 
may be away from here, but if 
you do Come out here, you will 
find old settlers. 


Kind and obliging, 
Wm. Ennis." 


Although Mr. Ennis's letter was 
written nearly ninety years ago, Van- 
couver Island is still famed for its 
climate and known as “Canada’s 
Evergreen Playground.” Gold was 
actually discovered at Sooke, near 
Victoria, presumably near the Ennis 
Claim, but unfortunately no fortunes 
were made. Substantial coal deposits 
have been developed and mined on 
Vancouver Island. 


Did Mr. Ennis, with the help of 
God, retrieve his fortune? He pre- 
dieted that Vancouver Island would 
become the richest place on the 
Pacific; present day tourists are told 
on the sightseeing buses, that there 
are more millionaires in Victoria, 
per square mile (or, per liquor ration 
or per something) than in any other 
place in Canada, but I suspect that 


‘some of these fortunes were actually 


made elsewhere. 


The Vaneouver Island Indians are 
friendly and happy, and still good 
"King George Men" as their recent 
war effort testifies. 
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But what I would really like to 
know: Did William Ennis ever meet 
again his Isabella? Other early let- 
ters in my collection praise the clim- 


ate and the gold, but they also bear 
testimony to the most serious of all 
shortages in British Columbia ninety 
years ago: Eligible young ladies!

or another could not be delivered 
and were returned. Cheif reason for 
non-delivery, we have found, is that 
addressee has moved without provid- 
ing forwarding address. Besides the 
rubber stamped notation we often 
find carrier penciled marks as “Not 
at”, “Unknown”, “Left”, “Deceased”, 


etc. Occasionally it can be our fault 
in that penmanship of person furn- 
ishing address to us is sometimes so 
bad we have had to guess at name and 
street and number, etc. It warms our 
heart when those doubting clearness 
of their hand-writing use block  let- 
ters in Capitals thusly—STREET. 
Apparently there must be quite a bit 
of this kind of mail when the post of- 
fice must provide themselves with 
rubber stamps to speed handling of 
such.

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When I sit down to. hammer out 
this column somewhere between the 
20th and 25th of each month, I ask 
myself .... “What’s been going on 
the last month?”.

I will say that not 
more than two per cent ever do more 
for the hobby that pay their yearly 
dues. Oh, sure, meybe ten per cent at- 
tend stamp clubs and hunt for bar- 
gains. Who is at fault? Is it the 
stamp clubs or the stamp magazines 
or the stamp dealers or . . . . just the 
‘stamp collectors themselves. 

My idea of a hobby is that it is a 
sort of 50-50 affair. The first “fifty” 
represents my own enjoyment and 
the other “fifty” represents the 
pleasure I get in contacts with other 
collectors. My guess is that my idea 
on the subject represents the same 
view as a great majority of collect- 
ors. 

A long time ago—well, it 
like a long time ago, I said that 
every  worth-while collector has 
something in either his album or his 
head that would interest other col- 
leetors. So, why don't we hear from 
the ninety-eight per cent? The 
answer to that I do not know. 

Stamp magazines are crying for 
news and views. Maybe a recent 
trend in U.S.A. magazines will bring

results. “The American Philatelist”, 
“Western Collector” and “Philately” 
now pay for manuscripts that they 
print. Personally I don't think this 
should be necessary. And I don't 
think you do either. After all stamp 
collecting is a hobby and to me the 
paid manuscript smacks too much of 
commercialism. Surely we do not 
have to have that in Canada. 


If you have something interesting 
to tell, every Editor I ever knew (and 
I have known quite a few) will be 
glad to dress up your story or pass 
it along to some of his hard-working 
voluntary scribes who will be glad to 
co-operate with you in getting your 
slory across. 

And that reminds me that there 
has recently been written something 
that has needed to be written about 
stamp collecting. It appears im 
“Western Stamp Collector” for Oct- 
ober 23rd from the pen of F. Walter 
Pollock and is called “Operation 
Crossroads" and deals in a pretty 
dead!y way with the recent trend in 
some circles of making philately a 
sort of gambling casino. You have 
seen these “Racing Form” articles 
operating as tipster sheets on what 
this or that issue is going to be 
worth ten years from now. This kind 
of barnacle should have no place in 
philately. My advice to this ilk is to 
move on to the stock market and 
leave philately alone. And to any of 
my readers who are hesitating on 
the precipice let me recommend to 
you most heartily *Operation Cross- 
roads". Write out to Albany, Oregon, 
for the October 23rd number. I am 
sure you will thank me for that tip. 
Stamp collecting isn't a poker game, 
it isn't a slot machine or the stock 
market. It's a hobby. Let's keep it 
that way. i

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SMEAD'S CANADA EXPRESS 
by Harry M. Konwiser 


Richard P. Hedley of Buffalo, New 
York, writes that after reading the 
reference to the Smead Canada  Ex- 
press, in POPULAR STAMPS, June, 
1946, he dida bit of research on 
Charles Smead. 

Smead was listed in the Bullalo 
Directory for 1843—for the first 
time—and his name is in the 1844, 
also in the 1847-48 directories, as 
operating the express from Number 
1 Exchange Street. In the alphabetic- 
al listing he is a boarder at the 
American Hotel, on Main Street. 

The Exchange Street address is 
also the headquarters (or terminal) 
for the Pomeroy Express, likewise 
the office for the Wells express ser- 
viee. Thus Smead was competent to 
serve Torontonians (and others in 
Canada) who might want to ship to 
the southern portions of New York 
State, by Pomeroy's Daily Express 
service, Buffalo to New York; or to 
the west, via Wells & Co. (This 
Wells, as well as the Livingston ex- 
press, which also operated from No. 
1 Exchange Street, later were im- 
portant factors in the great Wells, 
Fargo & Co. 

It is quite clear the Smead Canada 
Express operated between Toronto 
and Buffalo, in the 1844-48 period. 
It is likely he carried one or more 
letters, for his customers—but DID 
HE USE ANY SORT OF HAND- 
STAMP on his route? If he employ- 
ed some sort of marking and you 
know it, please write The Editor. 

Mr. Hedley’s letter also, says, “I 
think you are quite correct in that 
Smead probably did not carry mail.

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MR. CONNELL’S FIVE-CENT 
STAMP 

(From The Telegraph-Journal, 
Saint John, N.B., May 20, 1946.) 

At Canada’s first public stamp 
auction in Toronto, a prize item 
known as the “five-cent New Bruns- 
wick Connell” has been sold to a 
United States philatelist for $350. 
This recalls a quaint incident in the 
political history of our province. 

Around the middle of the last cent- 
ury Hon. Charles Connell of Wood- 
stock was one of our best-known 
public men. Each province, then and 
until Confederation, had its own post- 
al servee, and in 1861 Mr. Connell

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was postmaster-general in the 
Brunswick cabinet. 


That year, he ordered 500,000 five- 
cent stamps with his own picture on 
them. There are several versions of 
why he did this. One is that it was to 
please a daughter of whom he was 
very fond; another that he was an 
unmitigated egotist; still another 
that a clerk, who hoped to curry 
favor, was really responsible, and 
that Mr. Connell actually had no 
knowledge that his likeness was to 
decorate the stamps until they were 
printed. 

At any rate, as soon as they ar- 
rived from a United States engraver 
the laughter started. Mr. Connell be- 
came the butt of so much ridicule 
that he never did put the issue in 
circulation. Instead, he took the 500,- 
000 little paper squares and lighted 
a bonfire with them on the lawn in 
front of his big white-pillared man- 
sion. So few of them escaped the 


flames that the “five-cent New 
Brunswick Connell” is now called 
“Canada’s rarest stamp.” 

But even the bonfire did not stop 


the jeers. Mr. Connell was forced to 
resign the  postmaster-generalship, 
which paid a salary of 600 pounds a 
year. A political opponent wrote a 
verse which started: 


*Six hundred pounds to 
face posted around from 
to place .. ." 


Legend has it that Mr. Connell was 
almost repulsive in appearance, but 
this is not true. He was a handsome 
man, with even features, generous 
mouth, firm jaw—one of the best 
looking men ever to sit in the legis- 
lature. The legend also is that the 
stamp ended his career in politics, 
but here again, legend is wrong. 

For he was re-elected to the legis- 
lature after his resignation as post- 
master-general, he was given another 
portfolio, that of surveyor general, 
and after Confederation, he sat in the 
House of Commons. 

But one of the legends about Char- 
les Connell is true, and it is this— 
that after the year 1861, if you want- 
ed to see him burst out in rage, all 
you had to do was mention stamps 
in his vicinity.

TWO GEORGIAN VARIETIES 





This item touches two of the most 
publicized and readily found varieties 


among Canada Georgians. The 1TC 
Die I was used early in 1916 and 
shows a horizontal coloured line 


under the “T” in “1TC”. The Die. be- 
coming damaged it was retouched for 
later plates, known as Die II and 
shows two short diagonal lines in 
the right half of the coloured line 
under “T” followed by five small dots 
arranged in two rows.

Chief 
distinguishing features are: The cres- 
ent in the ball at end of disk above 
word postes is more pronounced in 
Die II than in Die I. The lettering is 
thinner in “Postes” in Die II and 
the “2” more open. Stem of Left-hand 
maple leaf is curved in Die I and 
straight in Die II.

Amy L. Swift in Linn's Weekly 
Stamp News, of August 8th, answers 
a previous item in the same paper, 
‘of a few week's earlier, wherein 
someone mentioned finding a 25c 
MeGreeley local and desired inform- 
ation about it. She states that a full 
history of it was published in 
Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp News some 
years ago and that it had a specu- 
lative taint, produced more as some- 
thing collectors could be induced to 
buy, a few being used on mail, but 
such mail would have gone through 
just as well without it. It proved a 
“flopper and came a cropper” she 
states, and continues: 


Later on the holder of the remaind- 
ers offered a copy free to anyone who 
would send a self addressed envelope 
for it. That was how I obtained my 
copy, and probably many others were 
passed out the same way, including 
originally the one now held, and de- 
scribed, by the Stamp News. reader. 
I personally know of quite a number 
of collectors who sent for a specimen 
in that way, just for a curiosity, but 
had failed to notice that it had final- 
ly managed to wiggle into the Scott’s 
Specialized catalogue as a local. The 
item is genuine enough in its own 
way, but I should never deem it to be 
of any value save as a curiosity, 
memento of a scheme that did not 
work out as hoped for in the money 
making line planned by speculators.
